“The pur­ 
pose of the present inquiry is to find 
what became of those bonds. 
It ap­ 
pears, therefore that he has nothing 
to tell the committee. As for the oil 
leases themselves, concerning which 
he appears willing to testify, I do not 
believe he could shed and new light 
on them. 
That phase is pretty well 
known.” 
Fall Desperately III. 
Pall is ill, desperately Til, according 
to his physicians. Some of them hare 
given him six months to live. 
He is 
too ill, the physicians say, for him to 
come to Washington for the conspira­ 
cy trial with his codefendant In the 
Teapot Dome case, Harry F. Sinclair. 
Their trial is scheduled to start April 
2. He does know, he said, “of matters 
affecting the lease of Teanot Dome, 
and of the financial transactions con­ 
cerning his Three Rivers ranch prop­ 
erty,” and it is about these that he is 
witling to talk.” 
The financial transactions concern­ 
ing his ranch involve the $233000 in 
liberty bonds which found their way 
from Sinclair to Fe11, and which com­ 
mittee prosecutors have described as 
a “bribe.” 
Took Witness Stand Once. 
Fall has taken the witnese stand only 
once since it became pubPHv known 
that 
he received 
money from Sm- 
clair and D o h e n v — *100.00 in cash from 
Dohenv. and $233,000 in liberty bonos 
from Sinclair. This occasion was on 
Feb. 2, 1924, more than four years ako, 
when he refused to testify “on 
the 
ground it might incriminate me. 
He bas been twice subject to Crimi­ 
nal trial. 
His trial with Doheny re­ 
sulted in acquittal; his trial with Sin­ 
clair resulted in a mistrial because of 
the surveillance of the jurors by Bums 
detectives in the employ of Sinclair. 
In neither of these trials did Fall take 
the stannd.

SPARK OF LIFE BURNS IN “MYSTERY 
WOMAN” TWICE PRONOUNCED DEAD 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—A 
spark of life still burned today in 
the capital's “mystery woman,” 
twenty-four hours after she was re­ 
moved, apparently dead, from a 
Pullman berth in a New York 
train, taken to the district morgue 
and laid out on a slab. 
Two physicians had pronounc­ 
ed her dead before she reached. 
the morgue. She had been found 
in her berth with a chloroform- 
soaked towel about her head, and 
bichloride of mercury tablets lit 
her purse. 
On the sub at the morgue, aa 
attendant saw a twitching of the

hospital ambulance and the res­ 
cue squad from the fire depart­ 
ment, and then there began one 
of tile most strenuous battles in 
medical history to revive the faint 
flickering spark of life. 
The spark was so taint that or­ 
dinary methods hardly revealed 
it. Artificial respiration was re­ 
sorted to by the fire squad, which 
worked seventeen hours continu­ 
ously. Adrenalin and coffee were 
Injected, and last night a blood 
transfusion was made.

beating fain ti where before there 
hod been no pulse at all that could 
IM detected by ordinary means.

Elizabeth Seidenfeld, tw ice-m arried, who adm itted she 


had filed a false affidavit w ith her latest petition for 


separation. 


Tbus docs a Cleveland judge take up the cudgel in 


vigorous effort to rid his co u rt loom of perjury. 
R e­ 


cently it was announced by th e Cleveland bench, ami 


supported by the bench in N ey York, th at perjury would 


have to be halted or th ere would be drastic penalties 


exacted from offenders. 
But the adm onition apparently 


fell on barren soil. 
Now there is offered concrete evidence that at least 
one of Cleveland's judges Is going to crack the whip 
w henever he finds a flag ran t case of perjury, such as 
m ust have been the case to provoke such severe punish­ 
m en t as that m eted out to the young wom an offender 
whom Judge W eygandt packed off to th e w om en’s re ­ 
form atory.

Brains and Minds 


The R ussian Soviet governm ent started the practice of 
m aking a m an’s body his m onum ent, w hen they em balm ­ 
ed Lenin and set him up in a glass case for posterity to 
gaze at. T h at, to civilized m inds, w as revolting enough. 
B at now the Soviet governm ent proposes to establish a 
"brain pantheon” in which the brains of celebrated Rus­ 
sians will be preserved and exhibited as "sacred relics." 
Anyone who has seen the anatom ical horrors, in the 
form of w axw ork m odels, exhibited in A m erican "dim e 
m useum s,’’ will have som e idea of th e psychological effect 
th e proposed "pantheon’’ would have on visitors. To nor­ 
m ally sensitive persons, any such exhibition iq a night­ 
m are. 
The R ussians responsible for this project insist th at, 
along with the value of em balm ed brains as "sacred 
relics,” they will have a scientific value. 
B eholders m ay 
realize w hat a fine thing it is to possess a big, sym m etri­ 
cal, well convoluted brain, and m ay striv e to develop 
th eir own brains likew ise. 
S cientists will have the ad­ 
vantage of studying the brains of m en and women of un­ 
usual talen t. 
"Only such scientific investigation," says 
Prof. B eehterev, “ will enable us to determ ine w hat genius 
really is.” 
Maybe the material scientists could come to under­ 
stan d the genius of a Tolstoi or Chaliapin or Shake­ 
sp eare or Bacon or Michaelangelo by studying his brain, 
b u t m ost of us m ay be pardoned for doubting w hether 
anvhody will ever be aide to do that. 
T h ere rem ains a curious confusion in the m inds of 
m any people, including som e scientists, which seems to 
identify brain and m ind.
